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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-10 are 
allowable over the prior art made of record because the Examiner found neither prior art 
cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of the 
said prior art which teaches an optical image reader for optically reading a document 
comprising: a light irradiating member for irradiating a light to said document; a reading 
means for reading a reflected light of said document; and a backing member provided at 
least in a reading position of said document and disposed on the opposite side to said 
reading means across said document, and for changing background colors of said 
document by electric control, respectively, as set forth in Claim 1 including all of the features 
recited therein..
